AMENDMENTS 


ould Eliminate Power of Ap- 
pointive Boards to Spend 
Money 
Appofitment of the mayor by the 
aldermen from among thelr own 
numbers for a term of one year was 
stipulated in a proposed charter 
amendment passe@ at a special meet- 


» ing of counci] Wednesday afternoon 


and will be submitted to the Alberta 
legislature with a number of other 
charter amendments in the near fu- 
ture, The amendment provides for 
eleven aldermen and the whols 
scheme will only become effective 
after first having been approved by 
u plebiscite of the electors. 

There Was a considerable discus- 
sion over the question of the length 
of term of *fMfice for an alderman but 
it was décided to make no definite 
arrangements in this respect at the 
present. 

Another charter amendment whion 
was passed by council provides for 
éliminating the power now held by 


» appointive boards to make capital 


expenditures, The amendment fur- 
ther provides that all appointive 
boards must submit ¢o council a bud- 
get of estimated expenditures for 
every year. Another amendment of 
a similar nature provides that the 
brary act be amended s#o that ail 
expenditures. must first be aproved 
by council, 
Police Commission 

The question of a police commis- 
tion which has been discussed on a 
lumber of occasions Was brought bo- 
fore the councll In the form of a 
proposed charter amendment asking 
for power to create such, Althougn 
the amendment received a consider- 
uble support when the question was 
finally put to the counci] the vote 
was four to fiye against and was 
made a tie by the mayor voting, Ali 
Richards was absent. 

It {s expected that the question 
will be discusse€ again at anothsr 
meeting. 

A revising officer with authority to 
muke changes in the voters list was 
asked for dn another amendment. 
This officer wWili be empowered to 
add the names of anyone entitled to 
vote and whose name dots not ap- 
pear oh the list. 

An amendment referring to acal- 
dents caused by slipping on sidw 
walks when covered with ice or snow 
stipulates that the city will no: be 
Mabie for persona] injury caused un- 
less in case of gross negligence on 
the part of the olty. In case of per- 
sonal injury caused the amendment 
also provides that notice must be

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THE RYAN STRIKE 


The strike order of the U.M.W.A. was issued 
to take effect on December 1st. The number of 
men working in the mines of the Edmonton Clover 
Bar field in the last pay period of November was | 
1,007, as shown by the pay rolls of the civanat | 
mines, and submitted to the committee appointed | 
by the Alberta Federation of Labor for their in- 
spection. The first pay period of January showed | 
870 men at work in the same mines. Of these 
810 were, at work in the November period men- 
tioned, and 60 are men employed since December 
Ist. The mines concerned are as follows: In Ed- 
monton City; Chinook, Dawson, Standard, Penn 
and Premier. Clover Bar South Side; Black Dia- 
mond, Fraser, Hickory, Marcus, Otterwell, and | 
Keith and Fulton. Clover Bar North Side; Hum- 
berstone, Bush and Clover Bar. 

These figures settle conclusively that the so- 
called strike was not a strike but an attempt by 
the U.M.W.A. to dictate to the Edmonton miners 
without consideration of the wishes of the major- 
ity in the matter. It is to be recalled that the 
mines were kept in operation by men who had 
literally to fight their way to work against the 
thugs local and imported, organized and financed 
for the purpose by the U.M.W.A. under the hope- 
ful trio, Sherman, Ryan and Peacock. These 
worthies have cost the coal industry of Edmon- 
ton well over a quarter of a million dollars in ex- 
penses anid loss of business, with the only result of 
discouraging the investment of capital in further 
development. And what the country, and particu- 
larly labor, needs at the present time is more 


capital.

ported industry and the home made industry the 
preference is altogether in favor of the latter. The 
enterprise promoted and backed by residents of 
the city is more likely to be of a kind suited ta 
local resources, conditions and markets, and the 
carnings of such an enterprise are kept. at home 
instead of being exported and spent or invested 
elsewhere. 

In this connection it is to be remembered that 
the West is not particularly favored by outside 
capitalists at this time. Somebody said in Eastern 
Canada not long ago that the West was on an 
I. 0. U. basis. That is not true, of course, but it is 
an opinion that seems to be farily widely held, and 
where it prevails there will be hard work and 
small returns to show for any kind of attempt to 
induce manufacturers to start branch establish- 
ments in this part of the Dominion at present. 
That aside, these are not times when manufactur- 
ers are overflowing with optimism and looking 
about for invitations to build new plants. Like 
others, they are trying to take care of their present 
investments, and waiting for a turn in the tide 
before they risk any more money in creating new 
concerns. 

In the matter of industrial development, as 
along other lines, the West will probably have to 
make a strong effort to help itself before it can 
look for much help from abroad. If Western busi- 
ness men show that they are ready to back their 
argument as to the industrial opportunities here 
by staking their own money in such ventures the 
outside manufacturer will sit up and take notice. 
If they do not do that he is likely to be skeptical 
in the matter. 

Edmonton has greater opportunities to offer to 
the industrial investor than any other city in Can 
ada. The investor, that is, who wants to put real 
money into a real enterprise, using materials pro 
duced locally or procurable here at practicable 
prices, and turning out a manufactured product 
for which a market is to be found in the West. The 
city has sites for sale at bargain counter prices in 
any part of the city suitable for industrial plants. 
It might be induced to give away sites to people 
who would locate bona fide concerns on them. It 
has railway communication with all parts of the 
West better than any other city enjoys. It is on the 
threshold of the still undeveloped empire to the 
north, and the necessary metropolis for that enor- 
mous and resourceful region. It is surrounded by 
the finest mixed farming country in Western 
Canada, and the cost of living must therefore be 
lower here than elsewhere. It is built upon foun- 
dations of coal, and an inexhaustible fuel supply 


}at minimum prices is thus asseured. It is in the 


centre of the great area over which boring opera- 
tions are being actively carried on in hope of locat- 
ing deposits of oil, and with encouraging prospects 
Its situation and the nature of the 
surrounding country make it the most pleasant of 
all prairie cities in which to live. It is a city equip- 
ped with the best educational facilities obtainable. 
It is the business centre of the part of the West 
which must experience the largest and most rapid 
development once the present period of nation- 
wide stagnation gives way. 

These are all advantages of real and tremen- 
dous importance from the standpoint of industrial 
development. No other city in the West com- 
bines so many of the primary conditions favorable 
to the carrying on of manufacturing industries. To 
the manufacturer really looking for a place in the 
West in which to locate a factory these advantages 
must appeal with compelling force. The trouble is 
that there are not many manufacturers looking 
for locations at the present time. 

The alternative is to try to create industries 
in Edmonton by the enlistment of local interest 
and the investment of local capital. If that can 
be done in any measurable degree the benefits to 
the city and the district will be greater than 
though the same number of outside concerns were 
induced to establish branches here. And inciden- 
tally the eastern manufacturer will wake up to the 
fact that he must get on the ground if he wants to 
do business in a community that has both the will 
and the means to develop its own industrial estab- 
lishments. Fortune favors those who help them 
selves. That rule holds in regard to the city whose 


people take hold of the problem of ‘‘getting fac. 
tories,’’ as it does in every other field of human 


activity.

This program 'f carried out 
would create a capital debt of prob- 
ably $350,000 and would Involve the 
scrapping or discarding of the exist-

Avenue, Garneau and Riverdale 
which compr se 24 rooms tn all and 


Were erected at a cost of $45,000 
These are all comfortable frame 
buildings with the exception of 


three one-room portable schools, 
and have as long a prospect of life 
before them as any other frame 
buildings or frame dwelling houses 
In the city.
